Dr. Newell Paige (Errol Flynn) is the 
protege of Dr. Endicott (Henry O'Neill) 
one of the nation’s foremost surgeons, 
and the two doctors are associates on 
the hospital staff. 

Mrs. Dexter, (Spring Byington), a 
wealthy and prominent woman, is being 
operated on, when Dr. Endicott, who is 
under a nervous strain because he has 
lost his personal fortune. lets the knife 
slip. She dies, and the hospital board 
investigates the matter. 

Endicott pleads his case to Paige in 
private, says that he is old, and that if 
he loses his good name now, with his 
fortune gone, there is nowhere he can 
turn, so Paige assumes the blame, and 
is asked to resign from the hospital. 

He meets Phyllis Dexter (Anita 
Louise) at the home of Francis Ogilvie, 
(Margaret Lindsay) —a nurse with whom 
he has been associated at the hospital. 
Phyllis and Newell are immediately at- 
tracted to one another, but when she 
finds out that he is the doctor whom she 
believes to have caused her mother’s 
death, she will have nothing to do with 
him, 


In the hope of rebuilding his ruined 
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life, and of justifying his very existence, 
Paige goes to Boone Mountain, Mon- 
tana and joins his friend, Dr. Stafford 
(Walter Abel), at the Federal labora- 
tory for the investigation of spotted 
fever. 

Meanwhile Phyllis realizes that she 
loves Paige despite the fact that she 
still believes him responsible for her 
bereavement. So she follows him to 
Montana, and finds that he has used 
himself to experiment on, and is very 
ill with the fever. 

She gets in touch with Francis, who 
flies to Montana with Dr. Endicott. 

Paige insists on keeping a case his- 
tory of his illness, and when he finally 
recovers from the fever, the mystery of 
how to curb the dread disease is solved, 
Dr. Endicott clears Paige’s name, and 
Phyllis and Newell. married, go back to 
their old home. 

Throughout the story, Dean Harcourt 
(Sir Cedric Hardwicke) is a motivating 
influence for the good in the lives of all 
the characters. Each one comes to him 
in their time of need and receives from 
him the “Green Light” signal to go 
ahead.

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USE STENCILS 


Title lends itself readily 
to use as warning sten- 
ciled on sidewalk cor- 
ners where there are 
stop lights. Before your 
opening get copy along 
this angle on important 
corners: “Play Safe. 
Wait for the green 
light. Then see ‘Green 
Light’ at the Strand.”

GREEN IN THEATRE 


It is obvious that use of green lights 
in as many places as possible about 
your theatre will create the correct at- 


atmosphere in your theatre. 


SIGNAL IN LOBBY 


Signal light might be borrowed from 
the police departMent and used very ef- 
fectively in your lobby a week in ad- 


quee during run of film. Use it ostens- 
ibly to direct pedestrian traffic in front 
of box office, with copy telling folks 
that the green light means to go on in 
and see show, and the red light means 
to stop whatever they’re doing and go 
inside to see your film. 
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GAG STUNT FOR THE STREET CARS 


Street car bally could be revived and used to great advantage 
in selling the title. Use boards with 24 sheet or your own - 
teaser copy on sides of car. Gag copy might read “You may 

be waiting for a street car—but we’re waiting for the 
‘Green Light’.” Same gag line can be used on 
safety zones where folks wait for trolleys — 
cards there. You can use the same idea for 
a live bally. Let a man or girl stand at 
place where the trolley stops. On_ her 


mosphere suggested by the title. A few 
of the spots made more effective by use 
of green lights are the marquee, the up- 
right sign, lobby displays, and in the ush- 
ers’ flashlights. You may be able to use green 
gelatine over white bulbs in many places. Also 
might have the ushers wear green sashes with— 
“Wait for ‘Green Light’ ” copy, in advance of open- 
ing. If you look at other items on this page, you'll find 
quite a number of additional ways of getting that ‘‘green’’ 


vance, and then hung from your mar-. 


GREEN LIGHT BEACON 


To get the most out of green light atmosphere, 
erect a large revolving beacon atop your up- 
right sign or build a temporary tower above the 
marquee with green light flashing on and off. 
For best effect, place light at an angle so that 
it shines down on faces of passersby. Of course, 
flood lights playing on the sides of the theatre 
building from atop your marquee will be sure 
to attract plenty of curious. And flashing green 
lights in as many spots as you can find around 
your theatre will all help sell your show. So just 
as long as your supply of green bulbs lasts, re- 
member that there’s plenty of use for them. 












SIGNAL STILL BOARD 


For a smart lobby display construct a 
gigantic still board showing scenes from 
the picture. Spot light throwing a green 
beam is operated from other side of 
lobby. Try to place display in a dimly 
lit spot so as to get the full effect of the 
green light on your display. Might have 
stills laid out in some sequence, telling 
the story with captions on each still. If 
you do that, have operator focus beam 
on one still at a time, following the se- 
quence that tells the story. 





LET TITLE SELL SEATS 





WHEEL OF CHANCE 


A wheel of chance with winners invited as your 
guests to a performance of ‘Green Light’’ is 
one way of arousing advance interest. A few 
weeks ahead of your opening erect a wheel 
bordered with green and red lights in your lob- 
by. Every patron is given an opportunity to 
spin the wheel once. Wheel is so constructed 
that when it stops at a certain point the light 
at that point remains lit. If green, patron is 
winner. Naturally, it’s rigged up so that wheel 
stops at red lights most of the time. A couple 
of passes ought to satisfy the winners, don't 
you think? 


TRAFFIC SIGNAL AS WALKING AD 


Street bally—sure to attract plenty of attention—is a man 
rigged up in an outfit simulating the two-color stop light. 
Copy in green light — “Play safe, wait for the ‘Green 
Light’.’” Copy in red light— “Don’t take a chance, 
you may miss seeing the ‘Green Light,’ now at the 
Strand Theatre.’ Man in this outfit stands at 
very busy intersections. When the lights 
change your man turns so that at all times 
he has an audience composed of people 
who are actually waiting for same color 
light he displays. He probably won't be 


too busy to hand out, heralds while 
he’s standing there, will he? 


Si ULIT WITH LIGHT 


Here’s one way of making good use 
of an empty window. Mount a camera 
in the center of a display selling the 


picture. Put card nearby explaining that 
when green light is lit the camera will 
photograph persons directly in front of 
window, and that everyone whose picture 
is exhibited in lobby of theatre the follow- 
ing week will be admitted upon identification. 
Naturally, you'll have a crowd of curious waiting 
for the green light to flash on. Crowd should attract 
others—and they'll all be sure to study your display while 
waiting for the green light. And there'll be plenty at your 
theatre looking for their picture in the lobby 


SAFETY CAMPAIGN 


Do not overlook schools, police depart- 


“ment and parking stations when con- 


ducting your campaign. Contact school 
traffic officials and arrange to distrib- 
ute to junior deputies small green flags 
with ‘Wait for ‘Green Light’ ’’ copy. 
Police department should welcome your 
co-operation with their safety cam- 
paign. You might help further by get 
ting drivers to use windshield stickers 
with appropriate copy, and parking st@ 
tions near your theatre should be will- 
ing to display cards or ‘A’ boards in 
front of driveway.

CASH IN ON BOOK’S FAME 






GET CLERGY'’S AID 


Sermons mentioning or referring to ‘‘Green 
Light’’ would be a strong plug for film and 
should result in plenty of extra patronage. In 
addition to a special screening, one way of get- 
ting this co-operation from the clergy would be 
to arrange to send copies of the book to the 
most popular members of the clergy and then 
follow up this with a personal letter asking how 
they liked the book and announcing the screen 
adaptation. You might mention that the author 
—Lloyd C. Douglas—was a colleague of theirs 
until he gave up his pulpit to devote his time 
exclusively to writing. 


BOOK WINDOWS SELL FILM 


As a novel, ‘‘Green Light’’ has a strong reputa- 
tion, and has had hundreds of thousands of 
readers—all of whom will be anxious to see it 
in film form. Cash in on this by getting as many 
window displays in book stores as possible. Dis- 
plays of books and stills from show should be 
easy to arrange with every dealer. Might dis- 
tribute bookmarks in all lending libraries and 
stores, and in the schools, as well. And if you’re 
lucky, you’ll be able to persuade a book store to 
take some co-op ads with you, too. If you're us- 
ing giant book as street bally, plant it in store 
window during run. 





STORY PLUG 


Arrangements have 
been completed for the 
serialization of “Green 
Light’ in all Hearst 
newspapers. If you have 
a Hearst paper in your 
town, by all means try 
to get theatre and date 
underlines. See the cir- 
culation manager about 
bannering his trucks. 


SNIPE THE COVERS OF MAGAZINES 


Contact your local Cosmopolitan Magazine distributor and 
try to get him to use stickers plugging your show on current 


issues. You might work with him, too, on a co-operative 
campaign plugging picture and magazine. ‘‘Green 
Light” was published originally in the Cosmopol- 
itan Magazine and the distributor, with a little 

encouragement from you, should be willing 
to use banners on his trucks and arrange 

for window and newsstand card distribu- 
tion. Maybe you'll be able to get him to 
go in for a co-op herald or possibly even 
a co-op ad or two. Better see him early 
and get set on your campaign. 


ROVING BOOK BALLY

| One of the most effective ways of ballying the picture to 
street crowds is to rig up a large perambulating book. A giant 
model of “Green Light’’ book which moves about in the most 
Populated sections of the town will be a traffic stopping 
Stunt. All you have to do is to construct a compo board model 
of the book leaving enough room inside for a man who will 
| Carry the book around. Front should be arranged with peep- 
holes, of course, so that man will see where he is going. Might 
build book so that one of the covers could be made to swing 
open—this so that your man could stop and pass out heralds 
at the busiest intersections. A youngster would be able to do 
the trick for you, and he'll probably think it’s so much fun 
that he’ll be more than satisfied when you give him a brace 
of passes for his trouble.

SHOW FANS CIANT BOOK IN LOBBY 


A giant replica of the book built out of compoboard and 
spotted in a central location in your lobby will make an at- 
tractive display. Use a blow-up of book jacket for cover 
and arrange the inside pages with scenes and ad copy. 
Spot plenty of green light on the book and station 
a pretty girl or one of your ushers nearby to 
turn the pages for interested onlookers. After 
using this set-up in your lobby in advance 
of your showing you might get it placed 
in the window of one of the stores tie- 
ing up with your show. Giant book can 
also be used on your bally truck, if 
you're using one on _ this film. 


BOOK BOX-OFFICE 





Box office built in the shape of a book, as illustrated above, 
will help make your front attractive and at the same time re- 
mind passersby that you are playing the screen adaptation of 
Lloyd C. Douglas’ best-seller. The trick front could be con- 
structed quite inexpensively and built around the regular 
box office. To make it more effective you might have the 
title in transparent letters with green lights behind flashing 
on and off. Your wall displays around the entrance to the 
lobby could also be made to resemble the book, thus adding 
to the general effect. We'll admit that the illustration above 
looks a bit elaborate, but you can get a swell effect by just 
using one big piece of compo-board, slashing a hole for your 
cashier to see through, and letting your artist do his stuff.

Endorsements from notables 
always make swell copy for 
display in your lobby or out 
front. You might suggest to 
group leaders that they discuss 
the film’s topic at their meet- 
ings. Picture lends itself very 
readily to use as material for 
sermons, so it might help if 
you diplomatically point this 
out to your city’s most popu- 
lar ministers.

A mirror shadow-box stunt will sell the 
title and the stars at the same time. Look- 
ing into it one can see the title “Green 
Light.”’

Place title 
card on top side of box and a scene or blow 
up of Flynn and Louise against the back of 
the box. When the top light goes on, 
patrons gazing into box will see the title

off and the other goes on they will see the

Get yourself in solid with local 
M.D.s by writing them about 
your show and including in 
your letter a few call slips upon 
which can be indicated the ex- 
act seat location of the profes- 
sional patron.

Even if my 
prize guests is two hours late, the 
wood fire smokes, and the elec- 
tric refrigerator goes out of com- 
mission just before the drinks 
are served, I summon up a grin 
and pass the whole thing off as 
a big joke. That sometimes takes 
a lot of doing, I’l admit, but it 
takes the strain off your guests.”

I’d trade the 
finest kitchen range any time for 
a small plot under the trees by 
an open stream.” 

Flynn learned the art of cook- 
ery beside roaring bonfires. His 
tutors were perhaps the strangest 
you could find on the face of the 
earth—the natives of New Gui- 
nea, Australia and the uncharted 
isles of the South Seas. 

“And if anybody ever tells you 
those fellows don’t know how to 
cook,” he remarks, “you can tell 
them for me that they’re crazy. 
I discovered that they know more 
about cooking and seasoning than 
most of the civilized races of 
the earth.

Real Station Found 


Location experts from the stu- 
dios found in the Montana valley 
the actual old structure where 
United States Government scien- 
tists had perfected a successful 
serum. Long since abandoned in 
favor of a modern laboratory, the 
old farmhouse still stood, empty. 

Cameramen were sent up to 
photograph it inside and out, 
from every possible angle. Meas- 
urements were taken, and an ex- 
act duplicate of the house was 
built on the Warner Bros. ranch, 
a few miles from the studios. 


The entire story of “Green 
Light” is motivated from the 
death, in an operating room, of 
a wealthy woman, through a doc- 
tor’s blunder. This room, as it is 
shown, is the most modern of its 
kind. 

Studio experts went to the new

Experts Watch Details 


The interior of a cathedral had 
to be built for scenes in which 
appeared Sir Cedric Hardwicke, 
famous British actor brought to 
America for “Green Light.”

An artificial lake and an imi- 
tation dam had to be created.
